export of Real Madras Handkerchiefs made on 
* Handloom shall also be allowed on CAD (Cash 
Against Delivery) terms to the destinations men¬ 
tioned above wherever exporters give documentary 
evidence to the licensing authorities that they have 
obtained a cover from the Export Credit and Guar¬ 
antee Corporation Ltd. (ECGC). Export of 
RMHK made on Handloom will be allowed on 
CAD terms only to the extent ECGC has provided 
cover to the exporters. 

4. Accordingly, the existing licensing policy 
indicated in Col. 3 against S. No. 70 (xii) of 
Policy Statement at page 25 of Import and Ex¬ 
port Policy for 1983-84 (Vol.II) shall be substi¬ 
tuted by the following:—

2. At present export of Real Madras Handker¬ 
chief (RMHK) made on Handloom only to Coto¬ 
nou, Lome and Accra (Ghana) is allowed under 
Irrevocable Letter of Credit terms subject to a 
declaration by the exporter that the Real Madras 
Handkerchiefs exported are made on Handloom. 
Export of Real Madras Handkerchiefs made on 
Powerloom is not allowed. 

3. On a review of the position it has been deci¬ 
ded that in addition to allowing export of RMHK 
made on Handloom on LlC terms as at present. 


“Export of Real Madras Handkerchiel 
(RMHK) made on Handloom to Coto¬ 
nou, Lome and Accra (Ghana) will be 
allowed both under irrevocable Letter of 
Credit terms as well as CAD (Cash 
Against Delivery) terms subject to a 
declaration by the exporter that the Real 
Madras Handkerchiefs exported are 
made on Handloom. Export of RMHK 
on CAD terms will be allowed only to the 
extent the exporter produces a cover 
from the Export Credit and Guarantee 
Corporation Ltd. (ECGC). Export of 
Real Madras Handkerchiefs made on 
Powerloom will not be allowed.' 7
